ACIAINST LANSDOWNE. 

William O'Brien Beaches New York and GiTea 
His BeasoDi for 'Coming to Canada— flo 
Propoiei to Boose Public Opinlou 
to the Acts of the Gov- 
ernor-tJcnoral, 

Nkw Youk, xMay 10.— Mr. O'Brien left 
for Montreal at 6:30 o'clock to-night. To 
an associated press reporter, in speaking 
of his ])ro])osed trip, ho said it would be 
conlined to a fow princiiial cities of Can- 
ada. "1 |iropose to arouse tho public 
opinion of the peo]de to thu acts of thoir 
govornor-geiieral, Lord Laiistlowne, up to 
the siiine level as it is in Ireland, and as it 
would be wore he a landlord in Canada 
and jiursued the same course as he has 
with his tenants in tho old country." 
(I'Brieii said his stoiy would bu governed 
by the wishes '.if his Irionds there. He 
iuleiidod to sjieak of the state of ad'airs 
on Lord Laiisdowno's Irish estjite in very 
plain terms. Ho would pointout that tbe 
governor-general of Canada had in a most 
violent and wanton manner pursued a 
course of action contrary to that which 
had lieeii laid down as acceptable to tbo 
Canadian goveriiineiit. Canada had helped 
Ireland with money. Mr. O'Briuu would 
show her pcsple bow to liel|) Irel.Mid 
in a more otlectual way. He proposed to 
give Canada the best chance she ever hiid 
to strike a blow which would effoot wholo- 
.sale clcarancoa. "Lord LuiiKdowno," said 
Mr. O'Brien, "is the lirst laiidliird who 
ever evicted tenants siiicu tho "plan of 
campaign" was adopted. Ho has depopu- 
lated districts surrounding his pro- 
perty, proposing reductions in rents 
by far more than tho official land 
coinmissioncrs aro making on sur- 
rouiidiiig estal^es .and then reyiucliat- 
iiig the very teriiis ho autliorizi'd as a 
Hottlomunt of diliicult ies and ap|iroved by 
Lord Lansdowne himself. Because 
he is located in Canada ho is able t<i (jjiein- 
ly defy and ignore public opinion at home. 
Our only recourse left to save nearly hve 
hundred people from the destruction of 
tiheir lumies and the little property they 
possess is to appeal to the Canadian peo- 
ple to protect thoni against thoir govern- 
or's action as contrary to the opiiuon of 
their own parliament." Speaking of 
threats of jiorsonal violenco made, Mr. 
0'Bri(>u said: "Tli(!ro are always t hreats 
1 believe made in joining in tho battle in 
behalf of thu Luggacurran tonants and 
wo aro now doing a work us beneficial 
to the Ulster farmers as to other dis- 
trictn. I do not, therefore, think that 
any section of Canada will try to disturb 
me, nsitlior will thoy try to ])rovent me 
from putting my case before tho poojile. 
If I should 1)0 injured in any way it 
would do far more damage to Lord Lans- 
downe than it would to mo or tho caiiao I 
plead," Mr, O'Brien iiitonds to spuak in 
several cities of this country upon his re- 
turn from Canada. Ho declined to say 
under whoso authority he had started on 
thu trip, allying that ho was responsible 
for his courae. Mr. O'Briun did not 
attach much importance to thu sceno of 
disorder at the transfor from thu Umbria 
to tho tug. Ho said tho whole thing was 
stirred up by a party of younn English 
tourist! in the sinoking-rooin of the ship 
and, ho added, a young ruffian named Jno.

CHUKCH kSD STATE IN GBBMAN\ . 

Tho Nortk Gemw It O'd;.;//.' of April lOth 
refers to the origin of tlie Kulturkami)f, 
andquotes some reports which Count Ar- 
nim, as Prussian minister at Home, for- 
warded in .lune and .July, 1870, as well 
as several ni^ites from Prince Bismarck, 
bearing upon tho subject. The semi- 
oilicial oi-gaii says: — "Wo are now in a 
position to ])ulilish, with special reference 
to the incorrect assertions of the press of 
the centre party, a further series of (h)cu- 
ments relating to that time, fmni wliieh 
it appears that the attitude of the Prus- 
sian government in regaril to the papal 
infallibility ddgiua was mie of expectancy. 
Notwithstanding the pre.s.siiig reiireseiita- 
tions cuiitinually iiimli' by (.'ount Aniiin, 
of whi<:li the di.HniiuiMits all'urd am|>lo 
proof, tho government considered it ad- 
visable to observe a strict reserve in the 
infallibility ()ue.stion, and did not alli>w 
tho latter to i;anso an)' distiirliance in their 
good relatioii.s with the pi'pe. Such a 
diaturbaiiiu; was only prnihici'il by tlie 
ill-feeling whirh, ,in exjilanii'd in pro 
vioii.sly pulilisih-il (lisiiatcliL'.-i, wa.-' iim;ii 
fested towarilH llnm.in ilipl'iiiiai;y aiter the 
Curia had refused to assist tho govorn- 
ment against tho att.-icks made upon tlnua 
by the cent re pai'ly, « li'i.st' aL'tinn al the 
outset \v:i.i iiiiu kcil hy ^iliiisi' ul' llic p;ipal 
authority. The lurllier course ol events 
proved that by tliu iiupuriul uliaacollur 
the Kulturkainpf was understood to be 
merely an interruption of peace or u pro- 
visional sbkte uf war, and tliat he intcMidcd 
in no way to make tho latter permanent. 
It farther sliuweil that, tho cniillirt liog.in 
at the s.'iiiie tiim^ as ii.ipal pulicy emu 
menced t;i) side with ilu; uriitre, and I'upe 
Pius IX. allieil luiiiM'li u'ilh this auti- 
govoniment iiarly. In this way a |>eriod 
of strife commenced which was brought to 
a close the monu nt when, in consequence 
of a change of poiititl', it was found possi- 
ble to prepare the way for the re-ostab- 
lishment of peace. " 

USE OF THE WORD "HABANA." 

The case of Newman et al. vs. Pinto et 
al., lately decided by .Mr. .lu.stice Kcke- 
wich in the chancery division of the liigli 
court of justice, England, arose uihjii a 
jiotition for an injunction to restrain tho 
defendants from infringing the plaintill's' 
trademark. Tho defendants upponed tlie 
granting of an injunction upon the grounil 
among others, that the uso by the jilain- 
tilFs of tho term "H/diaiia" upon their 
cigar boxes was itself a fraud, since thoro 
was no Havana toliacco in tho plaintiifs' 
cigars. Tho court, in granting tho injunc- 
tion, BJiid that it Imd been proved that the 
word "Kahaua" was in common use on 
bo.\es, wlu'.ther .■r,niing from ono part of 
the world or auuiher, and that it had been 
in uso that way l(ir a gi-eat many yoars. 
He agreed that if it were a fraud the mere 
fact that all the oigar merchants, manu- 
facturers and retaifdealers in London had 
practiced this fraud would not assist the 
Iilaintills, nor wmild it prevent tho court 
oxproBsing a sti'cmg opinion adverse to 
Buch a fraud. But it had biion proved 
' I' that the use of this word "llabana" on all 
sorts of boxes bad been continued for at 
' Idast twmty-five years, And one witness 
said he could not remombor the timiJ when 
tho word "llabana" did signify that the 
cigars caiiio fruui llavuna. It, no douliL, 
originated wluin t here wore none other but 
' Havana cigars. It had not only becomu 
: a custom of tho trado, but ho must tike it 
1 to be a custom well known to ovory jiur- 
chasor of cigars. He agreed that tho court 
must protect the iiublic,notonly tho waiy, 
but tho niiwaiy. Accnrdiiig to the evi- 
dence it was cloar that urdinary smokiirH 
of cigars must know when they purchased 
lV*"li'dg8riMarked "Habana" that they were 
not Duying a cigar made in llnvaiia, but 
that it was manufactnro(l somewhuro oIko. 
Wliotlirr tho use of the word "llabana," 
in the liist iuslaiu'e, was wrong or not, his 
lordship wusnote.im[uiti.nt, to say. It did 
now indicate, and had not, nidieated for a 
long series of years to llio public, wary or 
unwary, except i)orhap«,tho inexpononcod 
. few who were buying a 2(1. or 3d. Havana 
for tho first tinio, tliat the word was used 
in such a way as U-> ho a fraud. 1 ho Uo- 
(Iw rMi«}|ent» ' on shore. Some estmiato j 



fendant was rather in a difliculty beyond 
that, because ho used the wcn'd himself. 
In his judgment all m..nufacturorB, im- 
porters and dealers .wore at liberty to 
place tho word "Hibana" ^on their boxes 
of cigars, and his loK^ship did not bolievo 
it had caused the sliglitest deooption to 
any one pcriion up to this time, and ho 
was certain it would not in the future.

AccoBDiNO to the Charlottetown JUx- 
omMwr' the Princo Edward Island house 
of assembly ne.irly lost at least one of its 
inoinbors tho other day. As tho result of 
a heated debate, in which some strong 
personalities wore used, one member 
challongod another to mortal combat, and 
tlie challenge was accepted. Each of tho 
bloodthirsty legislators appointed a second, 
to whom was loft tho arrangement of tlio 
preliminaries. Most of tho consultation 
between the seconds, however, was oceu- 
piod in discussing how they could beat 
avoid being shot themselves, as neither of 
the principals ivas at all skilled in the use 
of tiroarma.
